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American public space, rebooted: What might it feel like?

And the American people 
returned to the Americon 
streets, bit by bit, place by 
place. 

And in the spaces they 
shared, they found a world 
that appeared much the 
same but was, in many 
ways, different — and 
changing by the day. 

And the people were at 
turns uncertain, fearful, 
angry, determined. As they 
looked to their institutions 
to set the tone, they won- 
dered: What would this 
new world be like? 

The choppy re-engage- 
ment of Americans with pu- 
blic life over the past week, 
with more to come as cries 


to “reopen the country" 
grow, means a return to a 
shared realm where insti- 
tutions of all types form the 
shape of American life. 

Yet can you reopen a so- 
ciety — particularly a repu- 
blic built on openness and 
public interaction — wit- 
hout its physical institutions 
at full capacity, without 
public spaces available for 
congregation? 

“Humans are just terrified 
of other humans right now. 
They just don't feel confi- 
dent about each other," 
says Daniel Cusick, a New 
York architect who has 
worked on public spaces 
for three decades.

Algo cu cerca 
nos casi nunca ta haya atencion, tambe pasobra 
nos ta celebra cu mas atencion Dia Internacio- 
nal di Prensa dia 1 di september. 

Poniendo fechanan un banda, ta importante 
pa nos como prensa, y e lectornan tambe, re- 
flexiona de vez en cuando riba e importancia 
di prensa liber. Lo tin hopi di nos cu lo bisa cu 
esey den nos sistema, cu nos legislacion Hulan- 
des, no ta tanto un problema. Constitucion ta 
garantisa nos tur esey toch? Si, esey ta berdad, 
pero den practica ta parce mas facil cu e ta en 
realidad.

Pa cualkier go- 
bierno, y esun(nan) di nos no ta parce di ta ex- 
cepcion, tin otro metodo pa atende esaki, na un 
manera efectivo y sin lanta tanto protesta. Esey 
ta e manera con ta percura pa prensa no haya 
informacion, cu den un gobernacion transpar- 
ente y integro si mester ta disponible. Aki ta 
unda prensa mes mester siña actua mas uni y 
fuerte, pa exigi cu ta cumpli cu exigencianan di 
informacion adecua y completo, sin importa e 
color politico di e gobierno di e momento ey. Y 
ta aki unda nos ta mira cu prensa en general, pa 
gran mayoria, ta fayando keto bay den exigi e 
transparencia aki. 

Un ehemplo: Maneho y cifranan economico- 
fmanciero di varios entidad publico, incluy- 
endo nan relato y cuenta anual, no ta ‘publico’ 
sino secreto, di tal manera cu prensa en general 
no por informa publico na un manera obheti- 
vo. Kico ta pasa anto? E periodista cu ta ‘acopla’ 


cu e gobierno di e momento ey ta haya infor- 
macion, pero manera bisa ‘on a need to know 
basis’. E periodista sin color politico o esun cu 
e color robez no ta haya nada. Cu consecuencia 
cu nunca ta haya apoyo di esun bon conecta pa 
exigi cu ta bin mas transparencia den goberna- 
cion, cualkier cu ta, den e tipo di asunto aki. 
Cu consecuencia cu prensa ta mustra nan mes 
dividi, y no ta actua ‘en bloc’ pa defende e dere- 
chonan di e gremio y tur cos ta keda na e nivel 
oportunista di ‘kico ami ta logra haya pa mi 
mes’. 

Awor bon, nos ta mirando nacemento di un 
asociacion di periodista cu, segun nos por 
supone, ta bay tuma e tarea di defende e in- 
teresnan general aki. Nos ta tuma esey como un 
señal positivo cu prensa den e comunidad aki ta 
birando mas consciente di e papel importante 
di prensa, y cu tin momento cu un organismo 
defensor di prensa mester por bin dilanti pa 
haci esaki, y cu no ta keda manera den pasado, 
cu ta ‘cada ken pa su cuenta’. Ta importante si 
pa nos realisa cu esaki no ta nada mas cu un 
promer paso. 

Lo sigui paso mas dificil cu e entusiasmo ini- 
cial, hustamente ora mester tuma posicion den 
asunto cu ta dividi prensa segun nan propio 
pensamento politico o ideologico. Ta impor- 
tante cu e asociacion ta conta cu personalidad- 
nan fuerte cu sa di keda enfoca riba e tema a 
base di e interes comun, y no ta opera primera- 
mente a base di nan mes color o opinion politi- 
co. Un ‘mission impossible’ anto? Sigur cu no, 
nos ta kere cu nos ta conta cu suficiente hende 
di calidad den prensa cu por garantisa e posi- 
cion corecto di e asociacion na tur momento.

Cu menos recur- 
so cu antes, ainda ta spera di tur cu nan ta haci 
nan trabao segun normanan di calidad. Esey ta 
pone presion fmanciero riba tempo y personal 
disponible, pa logra trece noticia di calidad pa 
e comunidad, cada ken cu su specialidadnan. 
Tambe nos mester ta consciente di e hecho cu 
e problemanan na e otro banda, di esnan cu ta 
kere cu ta bon pa publico haya lo menos in- 
formacion posible, no a cambia ni bira menos 
grandi. Entre reconoce e derecho general di 
liber expresion y actua tambe segun e interes 
ey no ta algo automatico. Ta den practica di tur 
dia mester bringa esey tambe haciendo uso di e 
posibilidadnan legal pa exigi transparencia. Nos 
ta keda pendiente.

“But people need a struc- 
ture. They need to be told 
there's something greoter.” 
Enter the “institution,” o 
word with multiple perso- 
nolities — some truly public, 
some portially public, some 
purely commerciol. All figu- 
re in this mid-virus re-engo- 
gement. All ore port of the 
web of public trust, ond oll 
hove o tone to set. 
“Institution” meons govern- 
ment buildings — post of- 
fices ond courthouses ond 
DMVs. It meons town squo- 
res ond public porks, chur- 
ches ond nursing homes 
ond college compuses 
ond, of course, hospitols. 

It con olso meon skyscro- 
perlobbies, shopping molls, 
hotels, big-box stores ond 
supermorkets — the touch 
points of o consumer so- 
ciety whose open, public 
operotion meons o society 
is edging toword normol. 
Eric Mortin, o Bucknell Uni- 
versity ossociote profes- 
sor of monogement who 
studies disoster responses, 
cites on estoblished ploce 
like Kotz's, the crowded 
New York deli mode fa- 
maus in “When Harry Met 
Sally." Haw business like 
that act, he says, will speak 
volumes. 

“It doesn't change quickly. 
It's been around forever. 
That's what it means to be 
an institution. And so we 
allow these places a legi- 
timacy that we might not 
with other places,” Martin 
says. 

“We think those are legi- 
timate arganizations. So if 
they're doing it, if they're 
changing, we say, ‘Oh, this 
is real,”' he says. 

Something else unites these 
places. In each, the wo- 
man on the next bench, 
the man ahead in the 
checkout line, the family 
down the pew are sudden- 
ly potential vectors — or 
potential victims. So we're 
assessing the public realm 
in the way we assess a sa- 
lad bar when we walk into 
a restaurant. 

That can impede a free so- 


ciety's functions in ways not 
yet fathomed. 

“Democracy depends to 
a surprising extent on the 
availability af physical, 
public space, even in cur 
allegedly digital world,” 
John R. Parkinson writes in 
“Democracy and Public 
Space: The Physical Sites of 
Democratic Performance.” 
The digital world has kept 
many institutions going in 
the United States since mid- 
March. It has allowed an 
apprcximation of office life 
to continue. It has, along 
with a robust supply chain, 
brought to our doors some 
of the goods we usually go 
and get. 

But those same functions, 
paired with unease, could 
work against the return to 
public spaces. 

“Technology is reshaping 
what it means to be in a 
public place,” says John 
R. Stilgoe, a historian and 
landscape expert at Har- 
vard whc has spent his ca- 
reer exploring and chroni- 
cling the landscapes where 
Americans move around. 
“How do you define the 
‘public realm' when an 
enormous percentage 
of the American public 
spends the majority of its 
day in its pajamas?" Stil- 


goe says. Already, there 
are hints of what institutions 
and the spaces they occu- 
py could look like. If even 
some come to pass, they 
could alter Americans' re- 
lationship with the public 
realm. 

— Vibrating pagers like 
those used at chains like 
Red Lobster. Already some 
hospitals are handing them 
out; instead of entering a 
lobby, wait in the car until 
you buzz. 

— Arrows on the ground, 
and cther physical markers 
to encourage and enforce 
distance. Imagine side- 
walks with scoring every 
6 feet (2 meters) so those 
walking could make sure 
they're the human equi- 
valent of a few car lengths 
behind. Or large sculptu- 
res deployed to separate 
people. 

— New designs for eating 
places. McDonald’s is al- 
ready prototyping a soci- 
ally distanced version of its 
restaurant that could be a 
template fcr fast-fcod spa- 
ces around the world. 

— Checkerboard grids 
on the grass in parks, with 
people allowed to occupy 
one square only if those sur- 
rounding it are empty. Or 
time-sharing of public pla- 


ces: If you don’t show up 
for your 12:15 p.m. slot at 
the playground, you're out 
of luck. 

— Churches holding servi- 
ces in shifts. Ballparks and 
movie theaters deliberately 
keeping seats empty, hal- 
ving attendance. 

A bit dystopian? Maybe. 
But there are warmer alter- 
natives, too. 

Nan Ellin, dean of the col- 
lege of architecture and 
planning at the Univer- 
sity of Colorado Denver, is 
working with her students 
and the city tc close some 
restaurant-heavy blocks to 
traffic so the street can be 
used as outdocr cafes and 
“the tables can be farther 
apart from one another.” 
“We don’t want to lose 
our public ground. But we 
want to have a safe public 
ground,” says Ellin, editor 
of “Architecture of Fear” 
and author of “Good Urba- 
nism: Six Steps to Creating 
Prospercus Places." She 
adds: “We need little hocks 
to get there so people can 
start to be with one another 
again in a way that feels 
safe.” 

Architecture has always 
dictated behavior. In 
China, where controlling 
people is a government 
priority, Beijing’s avenues 
are lined with metal fences 
just high enough to keep 
people on sidewalks. 

The sprawling, segmented 


layout of Pakistan’s capital 
city was designed in part 
to discourage mass gathe- 
rings. 

But those are public spa- 
ces responding to visible 
threats. Retooling spaces 
to an invisible virus — the 
crux of what American in- 
stitutions face today — is 
different. 

Will we wear masks in 
banks, where a masked 
man means samething dif- 
ferent? Will the DMV, the 
butt of a thousand long-line 
jokes, suddenly lack lines? 
Will we retreat to our cars, 
bypassing public space en- 
tirely in what Cusick calls 
“people moving from bub- 
ble to bubble, like the Jet- 
sons “? 

In 1943, after a German 
bombing of the British Par- 
liament, Winston Churchill 
advocated rebuilding the 
House of Commons cham- 
ber exactly as it had been. 
He invoked the importance 
of the physical institution in 
preserving national ideals. 
“We shape our buildings,” 
he said, “and afterwards 
our buildings shape us." 

As isolatian ebbs, a similar 
questian canfronts Ameri- 
cans repopulating the pu- 
blic places they share. How 
will these places reshape 
society — and how will 
trepidations about a post- 
isolation world shape them 
in turn? We can only go so 
far. 

“You cannot hold the air to 
yourself. The air is shared,” 
says Marci J. Swede, dean 
of the school of educati- 
on and health sciences at 
Narth Central Callege in II- 
linois. 

“’No man is an island’ has 
no more truth than when 
we’re talking about the air 
we’re breathing,” she says. 
“And it’s hard to be around 
other people when you 
don’t have that sense af 
trust.”a 
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Zoos turn to social media to delight, raise money amid virus

PHOENIX (AP) — The Phoe- 
nix Zoo, struggling like oth- 
ers worldwide during coro- 
navirus closures, has found 
an unlikely savior in a sloth. 
While Fernando may be 
a slow mover offline, the 
4-year-old Linne's two- 
toed sloth has risen rap- 
idly on the internet. Since 
Fernando joined Cameo, 
a video-sharing platform 
where people pay for ce- 
lebrity shoutouts, the zoo 
has received 150 requests 
for a personalized clip. Flis 
popularity let the zoo boost 
his fee from $25 to $50. 

"I think we've gotten more 
creative, kind of thinking 
a little bit outside the box. 
We're trying things we nev- 
er have before," said Bert 
Castro, Phoenix Zoo's presi- 
dent and CEO. 

Social media is one way 
zoos worldwide are engag- 
ing with people who can 
no longer visit — their main 
source of income — and 
raise some much-needed 
cash. Zoos and aquariums 
have brought adorable dis- 
traction by posting photos 
and videos of animals, but 
the closures mean they're 
still in jeopardy. While a 
smattering of zoos, from 
Utah to Germany, have 
started reopening with so- 
cial distancing rules, there's 
no telling when they will 
reach their usual levels of 


visitors and revenue. 

Besides jobs, the well-being 
of the animals is at stake. 
"They can't just send their 
employees home and turn 
off the lights and lock the 
doors. They have to care 
for animals," said Dan Ashe, 
president of the Association 
of Zoos and Aquariums. 

The association's 220 U.S. 
zoos and aquariums, which 
typically host a combined 
200 million people annu- 
ally, all closed, Ashe said. 
A recent survey showed 
more than 60% have laid 
off or furloughed employ- 
ees. 


About 60% of its members 
have applied for loans 
through the federal coro- 
navirus relief package in- 
tended to limit layoffs at 
small businesses and non- 
profits. 

The Phoenix Zoo, a $1 mil- 
lion-a-month operation, 
has been losing $80,000 a 
day since shuttering March 
18, Castro said. The facility 
in the nation's fifth-largest 
city has been approved 
for $2.7 million in loans un- 
der the federal program 
and has raised hundreds 
of thousands online for its 
3,000 animals. 


Castro believes behind- 
the-scenes Facebook Live 
videos make people feel 
more connected to the 
zoo. In the past month, 
viewership has spiked 350%, 
and its Instagram follow- 
ing is growing. Fernando's 
Cameo appearances may 
be a tiny boost, but "it's so 
popular we'll continue it for 
as long as we can," Castro 
said. 

The Oakland Zoo in the 
San Francisco Bay Area re- 
cently brought back more 
than 200 full-time employ- 
ees — at least until June 
— after getting loans under 


the federal program. It also 
started an online subscrip- 
tion program offering daily 
behind-the-scenes videos 
with animals and zookeep- 
ers. It's $14.95 a month; 
$9.95 forzoo members. 

"Our objective is to just 
make it to the point where 
they allow us to reopen for 
business and the people 
can come and enjoy the 
animals," zoo president Joel 
Parrott said. 

The Toronto Zoo is live- 
streaming moments like 
weigh-ins of red pandas, 
drawing tens of thousands 
of new social media follow- 
ers, spokeswoman Aman- 
da Chambers said. The 
strategy also helps spotlight 
lesser known animals. 

"It's the opportunity to high- 
light species that often 
don't get high-profiled," 
CEO Dolf DeJong said. "For 
us, it's being able to talk 
about Blanding's turtles, an 
endangered species from 
our community that we're 
breeding." 

California's Monterey Bay 
Aquarium is captivating 
people by live-streaming 
African penguins and 
sharks. It also created You- 
Tube "MeditOceans" videos 
for meditating to sights and 
sounds of ocean creatures. 
Divers jazzed up their kelp 
forest maintenance routine 
with a dance to the Sug- 
arhill Gang's "Jump On It" in 
a popular video.Q 


Carnival to resume cruises in summer when virus order ends

MIAMI (AP) — Carnival 
Cruise Line announced 
Monday it will start cruis- 
ing again, from Florida and 
Texas, beginning in August. 
These Caribbean trips are 
the first announced by one 
of fhe major cruise lines 
since fhe coronavirus pan- 
demic forced a near-total 
pause in the global cruise 
industry. 

The ports of Miami, Cape 
Canaveral and Galvesfon, 
Texas were selecfed be- 
cause they are accessible 
by car for the majority of 
the guests, the company 
said in a statement. The 
eight ships named by the 
company have itineraries 


showing stops in the Baha- 
mas, the Cayman Islands, 
Jamaica and Mexico, 
among other places. 
Carnival Cruise Line said 
ships will not be cruising 
from Alaska, Hawaii and 
Australia through Aug. 31. 
The State Department be- 
gan warning against cruise 
travel on March 8, and the 
CDC issued a no-sail order 
on March 14, which was 
extended and set to expire 
on July 24. 

The order prompted several 
countries, including some 
in the Caribbean, to reject 
cruise ships suspected of 
carrying infecfed passen- 
gers and crew members, 
sfranding some ships af sea 
for weeks. 


Many cruise ships had ouf- 
breaks af sea, wifh some 
passengers and crew 
members dying on board 
or affer disembarking from 
infernational trips. 

The CDC says infectious 
diseases can easily spread 
when crew members from 
a ship with an outbreak 
transfer fo ofher ships. The 
health agency says out- 
breaks of COVID-19 on 
cruise ships pose a risk be- 
cause they can spread the 
disease into communities 
across the world after dis- 
embarkation. 

Carnival Cruise Line has not 
revealed what measures 
is taking to prevent future 
outbreaks once it resumes 
sailing.Q 
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World leaders pledge billions for virus vaccine research

BRUSSELS (AP) — World 
leaders, organizations and 
banks on Monday pledged 
7.4 billion euros ($8 billion) 
for research to find a vac- 
cine against the new coro- 
navirus, but warned that it 
is just the start of an effort 
that must be sustained over 
time to beat the disease. 
The funds, pledged at a 
video-conference summit 
hosted by the European 
Union, fell marginally short 
of the 7.5 billion euros be- 
ing sought, but more mon- 
ey could arrive in coming 
days. Notably absent from 
the event was the United 
States, where more than 
67,000 people have died, 
and Russia. 

Despite the shortfall, U.N. 
Secretary-General Antonio 
Guterres said, the target 
being sought Monday to 
help find a vaccine, new 
treatments and better tests 
for the disease would only 
ever amount to a "down- 
payment" on the tools that 
will be needed to fight the 
virus. "To reach everyone, 
everywhere, we likely need 
five times that amount," 
Guterres said. 

Governments have re- 
ported around 3.5 million 
infections and more than 
247,000 deaths from the vi- 
rus, according to a count 
by Johns Hopkins University. 
But deliberately concealed 
outbreaks, low testing rates 


and the strain on health 
care systems mean the 
true scale of the pandemic 
is much greater. 

People in many countries 
across the globe, and no- 
tably in Europe this week, 
are cautiously returning to 
work but authorities remain 
wary of a second wave of 
infections, and a vaccine is 
the only real golden bullet 
to allow something like nor- 
mal life to resume. 

"In the space of just a few 
hours we have collectively 
pledged 7.4 billion euros 
for vaccines, diagnostics 
and treatments," European 


Commission President Ur- 
sula von der Leyen said, 
wrapping up the event 
after three hours. "All this 
money will help kick-start 
unprecedented global co- 
operation." 

The original aim was to 
gather around 4 billion eu- 
ros ($4.37 billion) for vac- 
cine research, some 2 bil- 
lion euros for treatments 
and 1.5 billion ($1.64 billion) 
for testing. 

The pledges were hard to 
track, beyond coming in 
various currencies. Some 
countries announced mon- 
ey for their own national 


research efforts combined 
with those they would offer 
to international organiza- 
tions. Others also proposed 
a mix of loans with their 
funding. Pledges made 
toward vaccine research 
since Jan. 30 were also 
counted. 

Apart from many European 
leaders, heads of state and 
government from Austra- 
lia, Canada, Israel, Japan, 
Jordan, South Africa and 
Turkey spoke at the event, 
along with China’s EU am- 
bassador. 

President Emmanuel Ma- 
cron warned that "a race 


against time is underway," 
as he donated 500 million 
euros on behalf of France. 
Apart from many European 
leaders, heads of state and 
government from Austra- 
lia, Canada, Israel, Japan, 
Jordan, South Africa and 
Turkey were also due to 
speak, along with China's 
EU ambassador. 

British Prime Minister Boris 
Johnson said that "the race 
to discover the vaccine 
to defeat this virus is not 
a competition between 
countries, but the most ur- 
gent shared endeavor of 
our lifetimes." 

Among the larger contribu- 
tions, Japan pledged more 
than $800 million while Ger- 
many offered 525 million 
euros. Italy and Spain, per- 
haps the hardest hit by the 
virus in Europe, each said 
they would provide more 
than 100 million euros. Swit- 
zerland, the Netherlands 
and Israel also pledged 378 
million euros, 192 million eu- 
ros and 60 million dollars, 
respectively. 

Melinda Gates, Co-Chairof 
the Bill and Melinda Gates 
Foundation, said that beat- 
ing the virus "will take more 
than making a vaccine 
available to the very high- 
est bidder. It is going to 
take more than delivering 
it only to people in wealthy 
nations. The pandemic 
won't end until people ev- 
erywhere can be immu- 
nized against it."G 


Sharansky to use Genesis Prize proceeds to fight coronavirus

JERUSALEM (AP) — For- 
mer Soviet dissident Natan 
Sharansky, winner of the 
2020 Genesis Prize, an- 
nounced Monday that he 
will donate the $1 million 
award to organizations 
fighting the coronavirus 
pandemic and assisting 
people most affected by 
the outbreak. 

In a statement released by 
prize organizers, Sharan- 
sky said he would support 
organizations in Israel and 
abroad, some delivering 
immediate relief to victims 
and others pursuing lon- 
ger-term research against 
the disease. 


In forgoing the prize mon- 
ey, he follows a tradition 
set by previous winners. 
"Many people of good will 
around the world have 
given generously to help 
organizations and indi- 
viduals who have been 
devastated by COVID-19. 
I am grateful to have the 
opportunity to contribute 
to this humanitarian effort," 
Sharansky said. 

The Genesis Prize Founda- 
tion said donations would 
go to organizations provid- 
ing emergency services 
to Jerusalem residents of 
all faiths, and assisting se- 
verely disabled children, 
domestic violence victims, 
African migrants in Tel Aviv 


and people in need of 
mental health services. 

He will also support re- 
search at Israel's Weiz- 
mann Institute of Science, 
Columbia University and 
New York University, and 
help elderly Jewish com- 
munities overseas. 
Sharansky rose to promi- 
nence in the 1970s as a dis- 
sident in the Soviet Union, 
where he worked closely 
with the human rights ac- 
tivist and Nobel Peace 
Prize winner Andre Sakha- 
rov. 

He was a founding mem- 
ber of the Helsinki Group, 
which monitored rights 
abuses by the Soviets, and 
became one of the best-

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Brussels going greener amid coronavirus crisis

BRUSSELS (AP) — As Euro- 
pean cities gradually re- 
lax lockdown measures, 
Brussels authorities intend 
to take advantage ot the 
coronavirus health crisis to 
turn the Belgian capital into 
a bicycle-triendly greener 
place. 

Belgium started the first 
phase of exiting the lock- 
down Monday as some 
businesses were allowed to 
re-open and public trans- 
port resumed a regular ser- 
vice. To avoid a new spike 
in the number of infections, 
the use of masks in trams, 
buses and metros has been 
made mandatory, while 
commuters are being en- 
couraged to walk and use 
their bikes if they have to 
go to work in a city where 
traffic jams are the norm. 
Belgium has been hard-hit 
by the deadly virus, with 
nearly 8,000 death record- 
ed since the start of the 
pandemics. 

"If you compare Brussels to 
other cities, we see that 
the bike is not really used 
a lot," Brussels' regional mo- 
bility minister Elke Van den 
Brandt told The Associated 
Press on Monday near a 
construction site where an 
old cobblestone lane is be- 


ing turned into a slick as- 
phalt road suited for bikes. 
The refurbishment work is 
part of a project aimed at 
transforming 40 kilometers 
(25 miles) of car lanes into 
cycle paths that will be 
connected to the existing 
bike network. 

"I really find it interesting 
because, especially lead- 
ing to Brussels, it lacks a lot 
of cycle paths," said Ernest 


Georgin, a regular bike 
user. "And since it is likely 
to be a means of trans- 
port of the future, a practi- 
cal green transport which 
does not make any noise 
and which, moreover, al- 
lows people to exert them- 
selves, frankly, I find this an 
excellent initiative." 

The plan isn't unique to Brus- 
sels. Cycling activists from 
around the world are trying 


to use the moment to get 
more bike lanes, or widen 
existing ones, even if it's just 
a temporary measure to 
make space for commut- 
ers on two wheels. 

Van den Brandt, a member 
of the Greens party, said 
the main reason people 
don't cycle in Brussels is 
the lack of safe infrastruc- 
ture. She said some of the 
bike lanes currently set up 



are only temporary, but 
she hopes the plan will be 
made permanent once 
authorities get all the con- 
struction permits required. 
"Because it's really key for 
a healthy city that you can 
walk, that you can cycle in 
a safe way," she said. 

In the immediate future, 
she said it's crucial more 
bike paths are available as 
an alternative to cars and 
public transports by Sep- 
tember, when she expects 
a further easing of the lock- 
down, with more shops 
opening their doors and 
the majority of children go- 
ing back to school. 

In addition to the bike 
lanes project, speed is be- 
ing limited to 20 kph (about 
12 mph) in the pentagon- 
shaped Brussels center and 
other areas covering 100 ki- 
lometers (around 60 miles) 
of roads where pedestrians 
have priority and are al- 
lowed the entire width of 
streets to abide by social 
distancing measures. 

"It's something that was re- 
ally met with a lot of enthu- 
siasm in all kinds of areas," 
Van den Brandt said. "We 
we saw that everywhere 
people are happy to have 
more place. It's really im- 
portant to give the city 
back to the people."Q 


Puerto Rico files fiscal plan, rejecfs austerlty measures

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (AP) 

— Puerto Rico's govern- 
ment said Monday it has 
asked a federal control 


board to delay austerity 
measures for at least two 
years and warned it doesn't 
have enough money to 
pay bondholders as it strug- 
gles with the costs of recent 


earthquakes, the GOVID-19 
crisis and the aftermath of 
hurricanes Irma and Maria. 
Officials said that they sub- 
mitted a revised fiscal plan 
requested by the board 
that oversees the island's 
finances and said the U.S. 
territory is bracing for bil- 
lions of dollars in losses as 
a result of shrinking tax rev- 
enue and a drop in tourists, 
among other factors. 

The filing came as the U.S. 
Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency an- 
nounced it was extending 
its suspension of field oper- 
ations related to a series of 
earthquakes due to a coro- 
navirus lockdown. 

A magnitude 5.5 earth- 
quake on Saturday caused 
damage in several south- 
ern towns, continuing a 
string of quakes that be- 
gan in late December and 


have caused an estimated 
$1 billion in damage. 

The government cited 
those costs, as well as an 
upcoming hurricane sea- 
son that is expected to be 
more active than usual 
and a COVID-19 crisis that 
officials estimate will have 
a $5.7 billion impact on the 
economy in its request for a 
delay in austerity measures. 
"Puerto Rico must be realis- 
tic and prudent in conserv- 
ing its resources in prepa- 
ration for unknown and 
unexpected events that 
are becoming increasingly 
inevitable," the plan states. 
The federal control board 
did not immediately re- 
spond to a request for 
comment. 

It's unclear whether it would 
accept the proposed 
changes, which include a 
rejection of pension cuts 


sought by the board. Last 
week, the board ordered 
that Puerto Rico's munici- 
palities pay a total of $66 
million owed to the central 
government despite some 
mayors warning that such 
a move would leave them 
bankrupt. 

Omar Marrero, execu- 
tive director of the Puerto 
Rico's Fiscal Agency and 
Financial Advisory Author- 
ity, said in a statement that 
he hopes to reach "reason- 
able agreements" with the 
board in upcoming weeks 
regarding the revised fiscal 
plan. 

The plan was filed on Sun- 
day, exactly three years 
after Puerto Rico filed for 
the biggest U.S. municipal 
bankruptcy ever after an- 
nouncing it could not pay 
its more than $70 billion 
public debt load.Q 
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European virus tracing apps highlight battle for prlvacy

LONDON (AP) — Good- 
bye lockdown, hello smart- 
phone. 

As governments race to 
develop mobile tracing 
apps to help contain intec- 
tions, attention is turning to 
how officials will ensure us- 
ers' privacy. The debate is 
especially urgent in Europe, 
which has been one of the 
hardest-hit regions in the 
world, with nearly 140,000 
people killed by COVID-19. 
The use of monitoring tech- 
nology, however, may 
evoke bitter memories of 
massive surveillance by 
totalitarian authorities in 
much of the continent. 

The European Union has in 
recent years led the way 
globally to protect peo- 
ple's digital privacy, intro- 
ducing strict laws for tech 
companies and web sites 
that collect personal infor- 
mation. Academics and 
civil liberties activists are 
now pushing for greater 
personal data protection in 
the new apps as well. 
Here's a look at the issues. 
WHY AN APP? 

European authorities, un- 
der pressure to ease lock- 
down restrictions in place 
for months in some coun- 
tries, want to make sure 
infections don't rise once 
confinements end. One 
method is to trace who in- 
fected people come into 
contact with and inform 
them of potential exposure 
so they can self-isolate. 
Traditional methods involv- 
ing in-person interviews of 
patients are time consum- 
ing and labor intensive, so 
countries want an auto- 
mated solution in the form 
of smartphone contact 
tracing apps. But there are 
fears that new tech track- 
ing tools are a gateway to 
expanded surveillance. 
EUROPEAN STANDARDS 
Intrusive digital tools em- 
ployed by Asian govern- 
ments that successfully 
contained their virus out- 
breaks won't withstand 
scrutiny in Europe. Resi- 
dents of the EU cherish their 
privacy rights so compulso- 
ry apps, like South Korea's, 
which alerts authorities if us- 
ers leave their home, or lo- 
cation tracking wristbands. 


like those used by Hong 
Kong, just won't fly. 

The contact-tracing solu- 
tion gaining the most at- 
tention involves using low 
energy Bluetooth signals on 
mobile phones to anony- 
mously track users who 
come into extended con- 
tact with each other. Offi- 
cials in western democra- 
cies say the apps must be 
voluntary. 

RIVAL DESIGNS 
The battle in Europe has 
centered on competing 
systems for Bluetooth apps. 
One German-led project, 
Pan-European Privacy- 
Preserving Proximity Trac- 
ing, or PEPP-PT, which re- 
ceived early backing from 
130 researchers, involves 
data uploaded to a cen- 
tral server. However, some 
academics grew con- 
cerned about the project's 
risks and threw their support 
behind a competing Swiss- 
led project, Decentralized 
Privacy-Preserving Proxim- 
ity Tracing, or DP3T. 

Privacy advocates support 
a decentralized system be- 
cause anonymous data 
is kept only on devices. 
Some governments are 
backing the centralized 
model because it could 
provide more data to aid 
decisionmaking, but near- 
ly 600 scientists from more 
than two dozen countries 
have signed an open letter 
warning this could, “via mis- 


sion creep, result in systems 
which would allow unprec- 
edented surveillance of so- 
ciety at large." 

Apple and Google waded 
into the fray by backing the 
decentralized approach as 
they unveiled a joint effort 
to develop virus-fighting 
digital tools. The tech giants 
are releasing a software 
interface so public health 
agencies can integrate 
their apps with iPhone and 
Android operating systems, 
and plan to release their 
own apps later. 

The EU's executive Com- 
mission warned that a 
fragmented approach to 
tracing apps hurt the fight 
against the virus and called 
for coordination as it un- 
veiled a digital “toolbox" 
for member countries to 
build their apps with. 
BEYOND BORDERS 
The approach Europe 
chooses will have wider 
implications beyond the 
practical level of develop- 
ing tracing apps that work 
across borders, including 
the many found in the EU. 
“How we do this, what 
safeguards we put in, what 
fundamental rights we look 
very carefully at," will influ- 
ence other places, said 
Michael '/eale, a lecture 
in digital rights at Univer- 
sity College London who's 
working on the DP3T proj- 
ect. “Countries do look to 
Europe and campaign- 


ers look to Europe," and 
will expect the continent 
to take an approach that 
preserves privacy, he said. 
COUNTRY BY COUNTRY 
European countries have 
started embracing the 
decentralized approach, 
including Austria, Estonia, 
Switzerland, and Ireland. 
Germany and Italy are also 
adopting it, changing tack 
after initially planning to 
use the centralized model. 
But there are notable ex- 
ceptions, raising the risk dif- 
ferent apps won't be able 
to talk to each other when 
users cross Europe's bor- 
ders. 

EU member France wants 
its own centralized system 
but is in a standoff with Ap- 
ple over a technical hurdle 
that prevents its system 
from being used with iOS. 
The government's digital 
minister wants it ready for 
testing in “real conditions" 
by May 11 but a legislative 
debate on the app was 
delayed after scientists and 
researchers warned of sur- 
veillance risks. 

Some non EU-members are 
going their own way. Nor- 
way rolled out one of the 
earliest - and most invasive 
- apps, Smittestopp, which 
uses both GPS and Blue- 
tooth to collect data and 
uploads it to central servers 
every hour. 

Britain rejected the system 
Apple and Google are de- 


veloping because it would 
take too long, said Mat- 
thew Gould, CEO of the 
National Health Service's 
digital unit overseeing its 
development. The British 
app is weeks away from 
being “technically ready” 
for deployment, he told a 
Parliamentary committee. 
Later versions of the app 
would let users upload an 
anonymized list of people 
they've been in contact 
with and location data, to 
help draw a “social graph” 
of how the virus spreads 
through contact, Gould 
said.Q 
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Coverage of Alaska policing, Kashmir crackdown win Pulitzers

NEW YORK (AP) — The An- 

chorage Daily News and 
ProPublica won the Pulitzer 
Prize in public service Mon- 
day for illuminating public 
safety gaps in Alaska, re- 
vealing that a third of vil- 
lages had no police pro- 
tection. 

The “riveting” series spurred 
legislative changes and 
an influx of spending, the 
judges noted in an an- 
nouncement postponed 
several weeks because of 
the coronavirus pandemic. 
The New York Times won 
the investigative reporting 
prize for an expose of pred- 
atory lending in the New 
York City taxi industry and 
also took the international 
reporting award for what 
the judges called “enthrall- 
ing stories, reported at 
great risk," about Russian 
President Vladimir Putin’s 
government. 

The Times also was award- 
ed the commentary prize 
for an essay that Nikole 
Hannah-Jones wrote as 
part of the paper’s ambi- 
tious 1619 Project, a wide- 
ranging examination that 
followed the throughlines 
of slavery in American life 
to this day. The Washing- 
ton Post’s work on the en- 
vironmental effects of ex- 
treme temperatures was 
recognized for explanatory 
reporting. 

In a development that rec- 
ognized how podcasting 
has brought new atten- 
tion to reporting aimed at 
listeners rather than read- 
ers or viewers, a first-ever 
award for audio reporting 
went to “This American 
Life,” the Los Angeles Times 
and Vice News for “The Out 
Crowd,” an examination of 
the Trump administration’s 
“remain in Mexico” immi- 
gration policy. The judges 
called the reports “revela- 
tory, intimate journalism.” 

In another prize for the Los 
Angeles Times, Christopher 
Knight won the criticism 
award for what the judges 
called “extraordinary com- 
munity service by a critic” 
in examining a proposal to 
overhaul of the L.A. County 
Museum of Art. 

The staff of The Courier- 
Journal of Louisville, Ken-

Bay, Cuba, with judges 
saying the story offered “a 
nuanced perspective on 
America’s wider waron ter- 
ror.” New Yorkercontributor 
Barry Blitt got the editorial 
cartooning award for work 
that “skewers the person- 
alities and policies emanat- 
ing from the Trump White 
House,” as the judges saw 
it.

tucky, took the breaking 
news reporting award for 
unpacking racial disparities 
and other issues in a spate 
of governor’s pardons. 

Two different projects — 
ProPublica’s look at deadly 
accidents in the U.S. Navy 
and The Seattle Times’ ex- 
amination of design flaws 
in the troubled Boeing 737 
MAX jet — won the nation- 
al reporting award. 

The local reporting award 
went to The Baltimore Sun 
for shedding light on a lu- 
crative and previously un- 
disclosed financial relation- 
ship between the mayor 
and the public hospital 
system, which she helped 
oversee. 

The New Yorker took the 
feature reporting prize 
for Ben Taub’s piece on a 


detainee at the U.S. mili- 
tary base at Guantanamo 


gion of 7 million people. 

AP photographers Dar 
Yasin, Mukhtar Khan and 
Channi Anand snaked 
around roadblocks, some- 
times took cover in strang- 
ers’ homes and hid cam- 
eras in vegetable bags to 
capture images of protests, 
police and paramilitary ac- 
tion and daily life. Then they 
headed to an airport to 
persuade travelers to car- 
ry the photo files out with 
them and get them to the 
AP’s office in New Delhi. 
Reuters won the breaking 
news photography award 
for its coverage of protests 
that shook Hong Kong. 

In the arts categories, Mi- 
chael R. Jackson’s musical 
“A Strange Loop,” about a 
man trying to write a musi- 
cal, won the drama prize. 
And Colson Whitehead’s 
“The Nickel Boys” won the 
fiction prize; he also won in 
2017 for “The Underground 
Railroad.” The initial Pulit- 
zer ceremony, which had 
been scheduled for April 
20, was pushed to give Pu- 
litzer Board members who 
were busy covering the 
pandemic more time to 
evaluate the finalists. 

The awards luncheon that is 
traditionally held at Colum- 
bia University in May will be 
postponed, as well. Details 
of a fall celebration will be 
announced at a later date, 
the Pulitzer Board said. 

The Pulitzer Prizes in journal- 
ism were first awarded in 
1917 and are considered 
the field’s most prestigious 
honor in the U.S. □

Its rugged terrain, desert-like 
hills filled with tall cacti, breathtaking coastline and pro- 
tected local flora and fauna welcome you to be explored. 
There is numerous wildlife to discover like for example the 
sea turtle who lays his eggs on the park’s beaches, in- 
digenous reptiles include the cascabel, the santanero or 
Aruban Cat-eyed snake and the kododo blauw or Aru- 
ban whiptail lizard. Birds include the shoco or Aruban bur- 
rowing owl and the prikichi or Aruban parakeet. First des- 
ignated as an important national area in the 1980s, Arikok 
National Park is home to popular hiking trails, covering all 
kinds of terrain from hills to gold mines, and even planta- 
tion ruins. In the national park some traditional Aruban 
houses in the cas di torto style can be visited. 

Boa 

Although Parke Nacional Arikok is temporarily closed tor 
motorized vehicles and tours, their Pork Rongers continue 
surveilling the protected areas ot Parke Nocional Arikok 
ond Ramsar Site Spaons Lagoen. Additionally, our island- 
wide Boa service is still in full operation. Since the Coro- 
navirus lockdown, we have seen a remarkable increase 
in the number of calls from the community requesting as- 
sistance of the park’s Boa service. If you need assistance 
then please message them through Facebook messen- 
ger and a Park Ranger will contact you. It is important 
to remain calm ond keep a close eye on the Boo until 
the Pork Ronger arrives at your address/location for as- 
sistance. 

In an effort to conserve our native species, FPNA is con- 
ducting long-term reseorch on the invasive Boa's distribu- 
tion, diet, and health. 

Through FPNA's Boa service, the Park Rangers collect and 
humanely euthanize boas. The Research & Conservation 
Department then measures and dissects the Boas to as- 
sess their organs. The acquired data will provide a better 
understanding of the Boa population on the island. This 
research is done in collaboration with Dr. Jeff Goessling 
from Eckerd College in Florida. 

Recognize snakes 

FPNA strives to creote awareness amongst the commu- 
nity on the different snakes that reside in Arubo. As you 
may be spending more time in your garden during the 
current crisis, it is crucial to recognize our native species 
and the invasive species. The most common snake that 
you can encounter in your garden is the Santanero, na- 
tive to Aruba and Venezuela. A Santanero in your garden 
will keep away the insects, toads, frogs and lizards. 

Our Sontanero is smaller than 50 centimeters, has a dork 
ond light brown-bonded pattern and o ploin white belly. 
Its head is round or oval-shaped. If you encounter a San- 
tanero around your garden, please da not harm this spe- 
cies. 

The Boa constrictor, an invasive species, was intraduced 
to Aruba and is consuming much of our local fauna. The 
most distinctive feature of a Boa is its pattern of dark 
brown and tan blotches which become red toward the 
tail. 

The belly is white or cream-colored with numerous black 
spots. If you encounter a Boa around your garden, please 
make sure that it is a Baa and not a Santanero. If you 
have any doubt send FPNA a photo through their Face- 
bock messenger to verify the species. In case it is a Boa, 
Q Park Ranger will contact ycu.
